Victoria thGi!,tre, Lawrence Hanley and 
George Osbourno in tho " Player," Prologue, 
" Romeo and Juliet." 
A.O.F. banquet at fiotol Vlotoria. 
To-day the great fair for which the people 
of Vlotoria have been so buaily preparing 
will be officially opened by His Honor 
Lieut-Governor Dewdney. What the popu- 
lar verdiot will be Is nob hard to ^ueas. 
Uolesa in the case of the obronio grumbler, 
^ho oan see good in nothing anybody else 
does and who always overlooks real merit, in 
hia email minded desire to pick ilawa, via- 
itora will gludly admit that never before has 
Victoria had Buoh a splendid show. Take 
almoat any cf tho departmonta and it will bo 
found that not only aro the entriea more 
numoroua, but with past experience for a 
guide tho oxhibita have been improved both 
in quality and taatoful display. Tho main 
object of an oxhihition ia to give people 
ideas, by comparing ol,o urticlo with an- 
other, so that improvement and goueral 
benent may result. 

Final touchea were still wanting in all de- 
parlnieiita yf-aterduy. Hero and there an 
oxhibit waa coiiiplutc, but in the majority of 
c isi a they needed a litt le morn timo to liniah 
liy working iato liiat night, however, exhib- 
iln-a will havo most of their tlisplaya ready 
for inapootion to-day. All kinds of oxhibita 
weio atill arriving and being hurried into 
plaoe aa faat as nimble dngerod 
workman could manage. However, a 
general idea could bo obtained of how thirga 
would look when ready. Tho main floor la 
taken up altogether with nianufjcturea, in- 
deed so numerous wore the entriea that 
some had to ba moved up stairs. Machin- 
ery, soap, beer, furniture, stoves, candies, 
flour, soda water, harness and jewelry are 
some of the warts displayed and only some, 
for there aro lota mora. Tho next atnry 
has the art department (md a fine one it is), 
fruit, grains and other agricultural produce 
stufTed animals and skine, and a heat of 
other attractive features, that surely will 
secure notice. Up on the toji atory ia the 
Qnn school exhibit, which certainly ia a 
creditable one, tho litbographing display and 
fancy work That is aimply a rongh general 
Id'-a, gathered yraterday before one could 
really make a definite description of what ia 
be seen. The pabllo will find 
plenty to interest them in this 
baildlog. Then in the machinery hall, 
there ia a fine display of oarriagea, wagona, 
farm implements, pumps and other articles, 
besides boats and a new ambulance just 
bnllt for the city. 

Poultry had just begun to come in yester- 
day, but judging from tho fine birda already 
In thfa cages, the display will be oxoellenc. 
Horses and cattle alalia wore gradually be- 
ing filled up, many people wiahing to wait 
till the laat minuto Ijeforo placing their 
animals. Among tho cattle wore to bo eocn 
aonio of tho priz) winnora of last year and 
tho display will bo numoroua. The horaea 
aro going to be ahead of last year in num- 
bora if tho entries are any criterion. All tho 
ive atock will he in place by thia morning 
when judging in this department begina. 
Farm produce judging was also poatponid 
till to-day as many of the Mainland entriea 
could not bo brought down till liat night's 
steamer. 

Throughout tho whole day tho aecrot&ry'a 
ollico was besieged with people making en- 
tries, getting information and giving tho 
obliging gentlemen in attendance all they 
could dn to keep up with tho ruah of busi- 
nefs. Kverybody seemed to have some- 
thing to do, and the srounds presented a 
lively Boene. As the olouda oleared away 
and theannpat in an appearance, shining 
down in apparent approval on the Bcene, it 
aecmed as il the weather itself had entered 
into the spirit of the occ.«Bion and was going 
to clear up especially for exhibition week. 

The grounds at the driving park are going 
to be in very fair oonditien for the footb<ill, 
laorosee, oricket, basebtil matohea and other 
sports that are to come off during the week. 
Jumbo baa been roUipg all over the ground 
every day for aome time b&ok, taking out 
the kinka and hollows so that the teams will 
havo no complaint to make on that score. 

Though there are plenty of judges pro- 
vided to look after the different departments 
tho public aro to also aot In a judioial oapa- 
oity for the popular prize to ba given for the 
moat artistic exhibit. The particulars of 
tho ompelition are ag follows :

Visitors can only vote for ono 
exhibit, At tho close of the exhibition tho 
oxhibit that rocoivoa tho greatest numbor of 
votoB will bo awarded firat priz'3, the next 
groatoat aecond, and an on." There is mucli 
interest taken in the contoat, which will 
likely be very close. 

There will not be a dull day through tho 
week, aa plenty of attraotiona have been ar- 
ranged hy tho celebration cimmilLoo for 
nacli and every hour. 

Tho formal opening ia aot for 2 o'clock to- 
day, when Hia Honor tho Ijiuut, -governor 
will declare tho British Columbia Agricul- 
tural Exhibition of 1S9>1 open to tho public. 
The B C.B G.A. band will be in attendance, 
and there will be a big crowd of apeotators 
on hand. 

The celebration bioycle meet oomea ofi in 
the driving park at 2 o'clock, and bb there 
is a fine list of entries will prove decidedly 
interesting. 

In the evening at 8 o'olookj the first of a 
aeries of international tugB-of>war j^oomes 
off. The teams have been praotiaing hard, 



and anyone who haa ever seen a aimilar 
event knows how exciting they will be. 
Tho aeries continues every eveniDg through 

the week. 

Tho tramway company has put a ton 
minute service on Fort street to acoomnio- 
dato people going to tho fair. Tho ten cent 
rate to tho fair grounds is otill adhered to, 
and considerable discontent is nvinifcated 
thereat by tho public, who consider that aa 
tho company is bound to carry people as f.ir 
aa tho city limits for five cents the rate 
should bo but five cents to tho grounda. 
The city limita end at tho Foul Bay road, 
which ia only acme hundred yards from tho 
grounda, ao tho extra charge ia naturally 
looked upon aa oxhorbitaut. 

Tho agricultural aaaociation hold their 
annual meeting at the city hall on Thuraday 
evening at 7:30. 

The decorations and illuminations last 
evening were somewhat limited, very fow 
citizona reaponding to the request to 
decorate their buildings. Tho celebration 
oommitteo had Chinese lantorna strung 
along both sides of Government, Vatco and 
Douglas streetB for anveral blocks, and these 
gave a very good t fleet aa far aa they went. 

At 8 o'clock when everything was lighted 
up, Lieut. -Governor Dewdney, Ur, Milne, 
J. H. Falconer and T. J. Burnea, who had 
been appointed to award the prize for 
the beat decorated building, entered 
hack at the Drlard and pro- 
Deeded to view the different decora- 
tions. At the Yates street fire hall the 
firemen had gone to a great deal of trouble 
to make a fine show, and aucoeeded admir- 
ably. From roof to the top of the tall fl:kg' 
etair two linea of bright streamers were 
hung, tho front of the baildiog was draped 
with evergreens, elusters of Chinese lanterna 
filled the windowa and wereatruog along the 
front o| the building, while a number of 
pretty colored eleotrlu llghta wore placed 
here and there, Mr. T. Watson beirg the 
elect rician. Tho cffjct was enhanced by 
a ilaah light that waa let elf aa the judgia' 
carriage halted in front. Tho Moody block 
on tho oppoaito corner wua very protty, 
with baga, atreamera and Chinese Ian 
terns, and tho Poodle Dog waa alao 
bright with featoocs of Chinese lanterna. 

Young liroa.' New lingland hotel on Gov- 
ernment atreet was beautifully adorned, tho 
decorationa being deaigned by Mra. Young. 
.Slreumcra of bright color, evergreens and 
fiiiga decorated tho building from the fiig 
polo to the ground, while a regular arcade 
of evergreena, hung about with Chineao lan- 
terna roofed the aidowalU in front with good 
effect. T. N. Hibbon & Co.'s store on Gov- 
ernment street waa well decorated with 
flags. T. Shotbolt'a store on Johnoon atreet, 
Franok's grocery on Fort, and several other 
places were nicsly decorated. After looking 
at tho illuminations the judges reaorved 
their final decision till to day ao that tho 
decorationa may be aeen by daylight.

London, Got 1. — A Shanghai dispatch 
aaya the appointment of Prince Kung, the 
emperor'a uncle, and the preaidenta of the 
foreign boards of admiralty aa co-direotora 
with Li Hung Chang in the oonduu!; of af- 
taira, ia looked upon In tho nature of a coup 
d-etat. The vioeroy ia cerlain to be hamp- 
ered In hia oonduot of opcrationa ag&inst the 
Japanese, Tho imperial council is diaorgan- 
izod, and tho corruption which has prevailed 
in the commiaaary department for years haa 
loft tho troopa with no ouitablo clothing and 
Bcacty supply of food, cannon, 
rillsa, and other munitiona of war. 
Tho immenae camp between Tientsin and 
Taku is filled with raw levies of troopa who 
aro without arnia and in many oaaea without 
suliicieut clothing to cover them. Disorder 
in the camp is rampant. Executions take 
place dally, the merest infraotlon of rule or 
law being puniahable by the loas oS the of- 
fender's head. 

Bung Kweit, the otnperor'a father-in-law, 
hiiB atarted for Shan Hai Kwang, on the 
road to Peking with five thouaand picked 
Manchurian aoldiera. Preparations for the 
better defence of Peking are being ener- 
getically pushed. Twenty-five thouaand 
troopa are being niasaod at Tung Chow near 
Poking. No Chinese soldiers are now in 
Korea, all of them being conoentrated in 
tho vicinity of Moukden and Uuog Chung. 
It ia reported that Tao Tai Chen has been 
found to be implicated in furnishing infor- 
mation regarding Chinese movements to the 
Japanese authorities. 

A dispatch from Shanghai says the Jap- 
anese have occupied Wiju without opposi- 
tion on the part of the Japanese troops. 

European rcEidenta of China are taking 
refuge in tho treaty porta under proteotion 
of the warabipa of their reapeotive nations. 
A large number of Chineae merchants are 
alao seeking safety' in flight, and in many 
cases men of large means have been plun- 
dered of every vestige of property they 
poeseescd. Most of\thcee havo alao made 
their way to the treaty ports. The troopa 
atationod at Canton hivo been ordered to 
Formoaa. 

The Pall Mall Gazette publishes a dia- 
patch from Shanghai atat.fng that tho Japan- 
ese troopa are reported to bo rapidly nearing 
Moukden. A Chee Foo dippatch dated to- 
day aaya : Japanese cruisers are sighted 
here daily, and aii invasion is hourly ex- 
pected. It is reported an uprising has 
ocourred in tho province of Chan Lung. 

The Daily Newa prints a dispatch under 
a V^ienna date stating that the Chinese gov- 
ernment Is removing from Monkden all tho 
treaaurea stored there and taking thom to 
•Jehol whither the Emperor Yin Jog fled in 
18G0 because of hia being pursued by the 
English and French armiea, 

A British naval ofEcor attached to the 
Chineao naval squadron which was engaged 
in the fight oflf the Yulu river has writtea 
to the Graphic. In thia letter the writer 
gives additional details of the fighting and 
aaya: "On board the warahip Chen Yuen 
the fighting was awful. The decks and the 
space around the guns were strewn with, 
human fragments and three out of fivu men 
working a four ton gun were blown up by 
a shell from the Japanese warship Naniwa. 
Tho Chen Yuen arrived at Wei-Hai-Wei the 
day after the fight in the same condition in 
which ahe left the battle. No attempt had 
been made to wash the blood from her or to 
remove the oorpsea which strewed her 
decks." The writer expresses the opinion 
that if the European ralers oould have seea 
the decks of the Chen Yuen they would 
have foresworn war henceforth and forever. 

The Times will print a dispatch from 
Shanghai to-morrow stating that a report la 
in circulation there that 35,000 Japanese 
troops have been landed on the Shan Tung 
ooaat between the Yellow river and Tient- 
sin. 

Sir Halliday MaoArtney, secretary of tho 
Chineao legation, haa written a letter to tho 
Times in which ho declares that tho r' port a 
of tho battle between the Chineao and Jap- 
ancBO at Ping Yang aro not aa yet confirmed. 

S.\N Francisco, Oct. 1.— A private letter 
just received from Mra. Dearborn, widow of 
Captain Dearborn for yoara ono of tho Paci- 
fic Mail's Bhipmastors' gives a vivid picture 
of the troubled state of affairs in China. 
Mra. Dearborn haa roaidcd in China for 
many yours with her dftughter,tho wife of an 
attache of the liritish cuatoma service. 
Since the war with Japan began the native 
rcsidenta of China's capital havo apparently 
been filled with an especial animosity towards 
foreigners and it is unsafe for thuin to go 
about unattended, while when they havo 
native attendants, they are called all aorta 
of names in Chinese, and aro nob 
infreiiuently pelted with mud and 
atones. Hordea of half barbarians aro 
crowding the city from ail aidoe and 
tho authoritiea seem to exert no restraint to 
protect foreign roaidonts. It is expected 
that tho various foreign legations would 
soon take steps to have guards of marines or 
bluijacketa stationed at Peking. Greab 
anxiety ia expressed aa to what may happen 
should the Japanoeo begin an advance on 
tho Chinese capital.

Beceivedand referred to the park oominltteo. 

The formal notice of tho result of tho 
Bchool trustee elootion waa received and or- 
dered apri'ad oil the mimitca. 

Al(i. linkor'a iiiolion on cbe Douglue 
street work w\h tiken up. This asked that 
tho former action of tho council bo rescinded 
and that tho contraoo bo awarded to the 
lowest tender coiiiplyinf; witli all the re- 
(juiromentu. 

Again cjiiie all tho old discuflsion as to ill 
legality of recent niovuiiiunta of tho council 
in this matter, and tho relative merits of 
contract ami day labor. 

Ai.D. Lkdiniui.^m waa of tho opinion that 
the motion was out of order aa action had 
already boon tnkuu in tlio matter. 

Al.u. Bakeh defended tho motion on the 
ground that the board could always rescind 
its motions. 

Ald. Munn — It has boon repeated in this 
hall over and over again that tho people of 
this city will not spend monoy for aowera 
unless tho work is done under the oommis 
aionura. In this case the cominiasionors 
have expressed themaolvea ua positively in 
favor of doinp tho work by contract, and I 
don't think that we should try to take tho 
matter out of their handa. 

The Mayor — I rule the motion perfectly 
in order. 

Ald. Ledisgiiam— The basis of tho com 
mittee reporc wua illegal, and what springs 
from it is illegal. 

The motion was put and oarriod. 

AVD. Keith- Wiuon wished to point out 
that the Trades and Labor Council were 
laboring under a wrong impresBion ao far aa 
he conla judge from their letter. In this 
work the individuals along tho lino of tho 
sewer on Uonglas street have to pay for 
the work. The oounoil only acts as an 
agent — this is not really civic work. 

The finance committer asked for $2,7S0 27 
to nay sundry bills. Ordered paid, as was 
$874 30 oat of tba eleotric light fund. 

The streets oommitlfee reported on several 
minor matters, chiefly that there were no 
funds for furtiier aidewalka. Adopted. 

Ald LEDiNfiiiAM— Before the council ad- 
journa I wish to call attention to tho action 
of the tram company in collecting two fares 
within the city limits. I had a man t;o out 
to-day, and they tried to collect two fares 
from him. lie refused and thoy did not 
press it, but tho two fares were collected 
from all tho others. They have no right to 
try to collect tho second fare until tho oar 
passes tho city limits. Tho Foul Bay road 
is only about loO yards from tho end of tho 
line, and that ia tho city limit. I move that 
they bo warned not to try to collect tho two 
faros within tho city limits any more. 

Ai.D. Bakkr - 1 second tho motion, but I 
think that if the company should be called 
upon by tho Mayor and informed of tho 
wishes of tho council they might give a five 
cent fare to the groundn. 

His Woiisiiii' -I talked the matter over 
with tho president and he said thotf if the 
city would re-plank the bridge by tiie power 
houBO tho company would make u single fare 
to the fair. 

When the board recovered its combined 
b'eath someone moved to adjourn — and it 
waa BO ordered.

The Indians say the orop of cranberries ia 
under the average this year, and reports 
from other parts of the coast indicate that a 
similar shortage exists. Last year the orop 
was heavy and dealers who bought at the 
nsual price lost money. 

Steamer Rainbow arrived in port last 
. evening and left for the west coast of Van- 
couver island this morning with live stock, 
the implements and household goods of a 
Cloverdale rancher who is moving to that 
section. 

The oatoh of oohoe salmon last night was 
very uneven. While aome of the boats got 
from (iO to 70 fish others came in with lose 
than a dozen. The result of the night's 
fishing was much smaller than had boon an- 
ticipated.

NANAIUO'S FIRE. 

What Tliat Catftstroplio llaa Taii);tit tlie 
Council aud Clttzeus— Trained Men 
and Better ApyliaacoB Needed. 

Nanaimo, Oct. l.—(Speoial)— Friday 

morning's fire, serious aa it waa, promisoa to 
bo not entirely an ill-wind. It has strongly 
omphaai/.od tho fact that steps of a practic- 
al nature must bo taken at once to guard 
against future outbreak, and to secure elii- 
oient means to copo with iiroa when they do 
occur. There is very little doubt but that 
a lire limit by-law will now be pusaed. It 
is also faith' certain that active measures 
will bu taken to improve tlio water Bup|)ly 
and, possibly, a move will be made in tho 
direction of obtaining tho uorvicea of a skil- 
led (ireiiian to superintend and instruct tho 
volunteer brigine, tho iiiemberH of which 
are to a man ccvp.iblu of doing good work if 
properly directed. Tho theory that an in- 
condiary was at the bottom of Friday morn- 
ing'rt lire gains greater credence now lliat it 
is known almoat to a certainty that poor 
Putrick Mageo wiia not reaponaiblo for the 
outbreak. One of iho inmates of tho Royal 
hotel at tho limo the fire broke out passed 
Mageo's room twice and is positive that on 
neither occasion waa there tho least sign of 
smoke or llimes. The rapidity with which 
tho fire spread also tonda to show that it 
was tho work of design and not an acoidont- 
al occurrence. Tho inquest into the death 
of Magee, which will be continuod this 
week, will be, practically, an iniiuiry into 
the tiro, and it is expected that evidence will 
bo adduced to show a serious laxity upon 
tho part of the night-watohman and tho po- 
lice constable on duty that morning. An- 
other matter that will be brought up ia tho 
urgent need there exists for the adequate 
supply of fire esoapes, at present non-ex 
istout in Nanaimo. 



0E£ SHIP11£NTS. 

Three Carloads a Day Being Handled by the 
Nakusp and Slocan Bailway. 

(Naknsp LodKo.) 

Thia week's ore shipmonta from Nakusp 
total up in round numbers to .'ilO tons, three 
oarloads per day being tho rate at which it 
is rooaivod. Thia affords ample traflio for 
both Lytton and Kootenai. The ore all 
comes from tho Alpha mine, on Four-mile 
creek, and ia consigned to Omaha, Neb. 
About 000 tous, valued at about $57,000, 
have so far been 'handled by the railway, 
and there are yet over 400 tons to como 
in, making the total shipment over 
1,000 tons in all. When the returna uomo 
in from tho consignmonti Messrs. MoNaught 
and McKen/.io will have enough funds in 
hand to pay up the bond on their proper ty, 
in the purchase of which they aro well satla- 
tied. At tho oonolusion of tho Alpha ship- 
ment it is believed there will be enough 
truUic for the road for several weeks to come. 
Arrangements will be made for the handling 
of a large amount of ore from the Slocan 
Star, Mountain Chief and Fisher Maiden 
properties. 

The value given above, which comprised 
tho ahipmenia between September 13 and 
September 20, ia reckoned on the basis of 
tho releaao manifest of $100 per ton, but this 
will be found to bo below rather than above 
the actual worth of the ore. 



THE FBASBE VALLEY. 

Harvesting Operations Almost Over— Cbar 
acter of the Crops— Fruits la 
Short Supply. 

Cloverdale, Sept. 29.— (Special)— Ear 
vesting operations are nearly over ao for aa 
tho grain crop ia concerned. Tho crop gen- 
erally has been cured in liotter condition 
than for several years, and tho bulk of the 
crop will be it. good clean sample. The yield 
haa been fair, though perhaps stinted some- 
what by the drought. Farmers, therefore, 
are not complaining, as they are as good as 
could be expected under the oiroumscauoes.

THB OEOLERA. 

The cholera during tho paat summer has 
visited many parts of Europe and done 
mnoh barm. Indeed, it may be said to have 
taken its abode permanently in Russia. It 
commenced ita dreadful work in that coun 
try early in the sprinf;, and the ofinial re 
ports give a record of not fewer than 25,000 
deatha a month. Tho diaaase in RuRsia is of 
a peculiarly deadly kind, fully 50 por oont. 
of the oases being fatal. It has spread to 
Uilioia and Bakowina, Austro-Hung^rian 
provinces. There have been in them as many 
aa 5,000 deaths. The cholera has extended to 
Germany, but ita ravages inthatcouutryhave 
not been serious. The oitioa were prepared 
for it, and the prccjutions they took to pre- 
vent ita doing great havoc were effective. It 
haa made its appearance in Belgium. In 
the ten days ending on the 7th ult., there 
were more than 200 cases in Liege, 
and the percentage of mortality in the city 
and the neiKhboring towns waa unusually 
blt;b, Tho diaeaso haa been in Mareoillea 
where the authorities did their beat to keep 
Ita eziatenca a aeorec. But the trnth leaked 
out in spite of them. It travelled as far 
North as Stockholm, to which city it was 
carried on board ship. It doea not appear 
to havo been taken into the city. T)ie 
(juarantine authorities wore watchful, and 
I hoy took the ateps necessary to prevent its 
spread. According to the reports of United 
States consuls tho cholera during the sum- 
mer appeared in .33 districts of Austria- 
Hungary, 22 towns in Belgium, 10 towns or 
departments in France, (jO towiia in Ger^ 
many, 51 in Holland, 22 govornmeuta and 
20 cities in Russia, and 41 towns or villages 
iu Turkey. 

MVOH ADO ABOUT NOTBIXO. 

The LUj3ral newapapors atil! keep on B:ng- 
iug tlie praises (;f freci trade. It in evidently 
their deairo to delude the people of the 
Dominion by leading them to believe that if 
tho Grits aro onlruatod with power they 
will inaugurate a policy of free trade ; but, 
like Mr. Laurier, they take very good care 
not to tell their roadora juiil where free trade 
is to eomo in. When they are asked the 
(lueslions, if tea and sugar aro to be on llio 
free liat, and if un iiieoino tax ia to boa part 
of their free trade policy, thoy aro aa dumb 
as oysters. Stllii they keep on declaring 
that free trade is a very fine thing for the 
country, ever ao much bettor than 
protection. It ia not a little surprising 
that tho GritB, from their louder downwards, 
aro ao reluctant to give the pi iiide somo- 
thing like a definite outline of thin euperlino 
. policy of theirs. They tell the people of 
Canada in effect to open their mouths and 
ahut their eyes and thoy will give them 
aomething to make them rich and prosper- 
ous, but that something they all tbo time 
keep carefully out of sight. Tlio Uanidian 
people are far less intelligent and prudent 
than we toke them to be if they will accept 
a trade policy or anything elae from the 
Grits la a ohildiahly confiding man- 
ner. They naturally want to know 
what tho very good thing they 
are atUed to tike on faith in like. Thoy 
wont to sou it in order that tliey may judge 
themtelvea of ita palatableneas and ita nu- 
tritive qualitiea.

ENGLISH TRA-DIO UNIONISM. 

It w.-ja aeon at the Trade Union Congreaa 
recently held at Norwich that trade union- 
iiim in Iviglaud ia advancing with rapid 
Biridea towards atato socialism. Tho Times 
iu an article on tho Cougrtta says : 

"When Mr J. J. Rudge with thoassiatanco 
of Mr. Kier Hardie, Mr. Tom Mann and Mr 
JohnBurnes induced tho Congress to declare 
by an enormous majority in favor of nation- 
alizinc, not land only —previous oongreaaus 
had gone as far as this— but the wliolu 
means of production, distribution and ex- 
change, wo must think of the effect which 
tho sweeping proposal must have 
hud on the rustics of East Anglla. 
What more oould thoy havo wished 
than to be put at once in poeaeaaioa 
of the whole property of the country and to 
havo it administered for their benefit 1 No 
more working for wages ; no longer the old 
olaMun of master and man, or, more prop- 
fly, of tyrant and sluvo. Tho delegates had 
;omo to Norv^ieb to show them a more ex- 
cellent way and to hold out before thoni tho 
advantages which organization might bo 
trusted to confer. 

There ia no miataking what the TiineB 
understood the reaolutiona and apeeohea of 
tho Labor Union Congress to mean. It is 
evident from its article that the Unionists 
have wandered very far from their original 
principles. If any one, twenty years ago, had 
said that the Unioniata wore on the 
road to Socialism, and that tho time 
was not distant when they would 
not only denounce private property in land, 
but would advocate that the State should 
become the only common carrier, the only 
miner, and tho only manufioturer in the 
country, he would bo oondemnod as an 
enemy and a libeller of Unions andUaionism* 
But this has come to pass. The majority of 
the Unionists conteoded that a faotory 
should bseome aa much a state establish- 
ment as a ship of war, and that the men 
who run the railways should bear tho same 
relation to the atato as tho Bohiiers who 
form its army. When this wonderful 
change is made, the day when no man shall 
bo allowed to own property of any kind is 
at hand. The step between the state own- 
ership of the means of production 
ar.d tho abolition of private pro- 
perty of all kinds ia clearly a 
short one and, between tho latter and 
anarohy, ahorter still. We cannot think 
that there are Dany men in this country 
who are prepared to set out on this dismal 
journey. But the apostles of aooialiam are 
nmuy, they are olc([ueut, they aro persistent 
and thoy are exceedingly plausiblo. They 
try to persuade the workingman — particu- 
larly the workingman who is not very fond 
of work — that the time when the state is the 
only employer of labor will be a glorious 
one for him and hia olaas. Workingman got 
plenty of thia kind of teaching. What 
tlForts aro being made to counteract it by 
giving them wholesome instruction in an at- 
tractive form ?

The nature of 
tho policy which is to bind them together 
has not ao yet been fixed upon, but there are 
many indioationa both in the Mother L'icd 
and her dependencies that tbo time cannot be 
fur (-If when tlii) ntw I'nion will aHaunio a 
njaterial shape. 'The latest uLlurunco on the 
Kubjeot is that of Lord Braasoy. In a apeeoh 
whicbhedelivered before the Winnipeg Bo'^rd 
of Trade, a few daya ago, ho alluded, inci- 
dentally aa it wore, to the relatione between 
Great Britain and her colonies. Ho aaid : 

Aa an integral ]iart of the vast con- 
federacy wliicti o.vvH allcgiaiico to the 
(,liiu(in, old I'.mjliind stanilH Hciiindto nolo 
among iIki natiiins of the, wor ld. If Mngland 
wero aevered from lior cnlonicH one of the 
mighty would Indeed be fallen. Tlie cnn- 
tinued unity of tho Kmpiru is a mutual 
advantago. It gives to tho ejloniea that 
real yiit undelinahle thing called prfstigo ; It 
gives liieni the moro tangiblo advantage of 
having behind lb(!ni in tho international ro- 
lalioiiH diplotnatic servicea establiahed in 
every country in the globo. It givoa the 
protection of tho Imperial lleet and army. 
It givea them the advantago of high finan- 
cial credit, and enablea them to raiee their 
louna on Lombard street, on terms almost us 
advantageous as those whioh the Imperial 
treasury can ootnmtndt To the mother 
oountry, tho ullegiaoosof hor ooloniea exalts 
her among the nuiiona. It ia grateful to her 
foolinga ; it is u just source of pride ; it Is 
an advantage to her trade, and tends to pro- 
mote those close liunjcial relations and en* 
gngements in whioh openings are found (or 
the profl'^able use of savings for whioh it ia 
often dilHuult to obtala other employment 
at homo. I am not ono of those who sup- 
port tho cause of Imperial Federation, with 
tho ulterior motive of diminishing tbo hur- 
dena wo are now bearing for tho inaintenancn 
of tho navy, by oharir g tho o buidena willi 
our colonial felloe aubjecta, I am 
quite content to leavo llio con- 
sideration of that subject to the 
future. The ultimate solution muat

To TUK MDiiott !~Thd growing! opinion on 
the part ot the majority of the Opposition- 
iita who voted in the late election in the 
South Riding of West Kootonay, that they 
were mialed and did not appreciate tho situ- 
ation, will probibly have an tETeot when tho 
house inceta. A large number of tho eleut- 
ora had little knowledge of provincial affiira 
or of tho loaders in provincial politic <. They 
blamo their guhiea now for leading them cll' 
tho highway into a moraaa. Mr. Davio'u 
visits nave hud an ( xcoUent efToot, People 
fall to rocngnizo tho "wire-puller" or the 
"czir" that wiia i icturod to them, in hii 
unaeauinirf^ demeanor ana in tlio democratic 
franknesB m hia ooDversution and acta. An 
attotiipr, whioh iuiluJ aignully, waa iiiado to 
run tho lain election on American linea — 
the leader bjing an American citizm. Kini 
ilar anti-Canadian nicthoda prevailed in a 
portion of the prusa, aleo under American 
management. Since tho election nno oppo- 
sition newspaper liaa died, another nowaup- 
porta tho government. Six months ago the 
government was not supported by a einglo 
newspaper in this district. It now has the 
powerful, unbought allegiance, of tho Miner 
at Nelson, tho Prospector at Now Denver, 
and tho Ledge at Nakuap. Tho Tribune at 
NoUon and a aheot lately started at New 
Denver are all that is left to tho oppoaition. 
Their loc.»l programme, or " platform," sank 
out of notice long ago under a load of de- 
rision. 

The construction of tho Nakuep and Sin- 
can railway, it is now univeraally acknowl- 
edged, was a necessity, and is a monument 
of the energy and foresight of the govern- 
ment. The two opposition newspapers 
above mentioned, finding events and a grow- 
ing opinion against them in the diatriot, 
have abandoned the proper disonasion of 
pablio affafra, and make anfair attacks on 
individuals with no other motive than son 
sationalism. It ts to bo noted that Mr 
Hnme, the membar-elect for tho riding, doea 
not hesitate to show that ho gives no coun- 
tenance to this wicked and malignant course 
Those newspaporu, tho Tribune and tho Slo- 
om Times, having failed utterly in aoandal- 
oua attacks upon tho preitiier and his cd- 
leaguea, lately aturted a cruaado agaiust 
Captain Filzatuhhs, tho reapectod govern- 
ment agent for tho diatriot, wilti tho object, 
of courae, of diacroditing tho governinont 
which appointed him. Thia ia another illiia- 
tratioii ot the niothcda common in low ciuas 
jiurnaliam in America, whero (.lliciulu are 
traduced to prevent, if poaaible, ro-electiou, 
or to damogo their party. 

In thia country a civjl aervant ia not anp- 
posed to belong to ary party, and does not 
go out of oliioo with tho govornn ent that 
appointed him. Ho is prohibited from mak- 
ing any defence aguinat attacka, except to 
his auperiora, whoao ordora ho may bo ex- 
eOuting. This poaltion, aa a more agent and 
aa a mute oflicial, ia very dilloronb from that 
of a responalblo political man who auts on 
his own diacrotioQ with ample opportuuitioa 
of defence and reply, Henoe it never haa 



been the practics, in this province, lo at- 
tempt, with -jrimioal deliberation, to break 
down and ruin tubocdinate publio oflljors by 
spreading wioued and malignant oh^trgaa by 
mtauj tf brtitl-tb'or'iten e in newapapi rs It 
is expeoted that the government will plac^ 
its foot, onoe and 'for ever, upon any at- 
tempt in Kootensy, to introduce 
amongst' us thia cwardly and mta- 
ohievoua practice. The government is 
rosponaible to tho House, and the menibir 
for a district, whether in oppcaition c: :.ot, 
la the proper person to bring any fac'a ho 
doema Qt cjooerniog a district otiicial to the 
notice of thn government or the houso. In 
the oaao of Captain Fi'zttubbe, certain men 
in thia riding, having failed, as above said, 
in their atiucka on Mr. D-tvie and hia col- 
leagues, got hold of a dikcharged road fore- 
man with a grievauoo aguinat, Captain FItz 
etubba, after a prolorged " still hunt " of a 
year and a hulf.

Hon. Mr. D»vie, on tho recovery of 
Ciptaln Fi'zstublis, mot them in his usual 
fiiahion, "in Iho open " A commitsidn of 
iiu|uiry waa appointed composed of His 
Hunor Juatico CreaBO of tho Supreme court, 
whoso name ia a synonym for fairneae an(i 
conBcientiouaneaa. All tho exponei-s, in 
chicling an allowinco for tho time of tlio 
grieving loroinan, wero paid by tho govern 
nitnt. Ttio reault waa that tho coinmiasion 
entiri ly exonerated C iptaiu Fitzstubba from 
thu ctiiu^^ea brongrit againat him. Tho 
moral from uU thia is that if the govern 
ment dealro lo have good men in tho civil 
eervico, they should ditregatd wholly news 
pip"r alti cka uji-mi local i ilijiala, unless tho 
attacks are hacked by tho member for tho 
district with cpfcitio alleg iiiota. Fair 
newspaper criticism of polit.icil affairs and 
responBibio politic d men is all very well, 
but newspaper g.ivernmont of a district i 
another tniug aliognther, and a mischievous 
anomaly In the midat of cur institutions, 
Tho opposition editors in this dia- 
triot, having in aooordance with 
their notions of **8troDg" journal- 
ism, piraded Mr. Davie's name in tn 
insulting way in connection with the 
Nakusp railway, proceeded to abuse the late 
Sir Matthew Bsgbie and the Eon. Justice 
Burbidge, when these experienced judges 
presumed to differ from them. Driven from 
that pursuit by the ohange in public opinion 
here, they now raise a hue and cry against 
Captain flizstuhbs and very likely Hia 
Honor Justioe Crease will not have thoir 
approval. These mer, it may be remarked, 
were so ignorant of our institutions that 
they believed th.-jt local ofEoiala change here 
with the g&verm.i6Dt ai in America. It 
waa well known and a sul jcct of umusemeut 
locally, during tho late oleciiun, that they 
h*d iu thia expectation apportioned various 
district ollioes among themselves and almost 
(luarrelled over tho appointmeutB, Puahed 
further now from power than over by the 
reault of the gc-neral clpclion, they cnicen- 
trato their attacks on C.ipfain Fi'Zjfubba as 
a government olli jer and aeek lo got him 
from ( llico and get, if potHihlt^, in his place 
some niun of their own alripo who will 
covertly at least recogniao them. It is ro- 
ported that some of them started in to ad- 
minister tho worthy captain's private estate, 
so euro wero they that they had exiled or 
buried him. Tho above is their last hope in 
the district, seeing that Mr. Hume, M.P.P., 
is too respectable a man to onuntenanco 
thoir discreditablo tactics. Tho jiropor 
course for the govcrnniont is to keep all suoh 
gentry smilingly at the end of an iron 
arm. They would aoon find their level in 
the diatriot— or leave it, without being in 
any way missed. B.

BY-LAW. 

A By-Law to Enable tlio Corporation of 
tliu City of Victoria to raise the sum 
of 6150,000 for Water "Works Pur- 

jiosea. 

Whereas it is expedient and nccosaiiry lo 
raiao a sum ot money for extondinK and Im- 
proving tho supply ot water of tho water worka 
ot tho City ot Victoria lo tho inhabltnntii 
thoroof, and for that purpose to raise by way 
Of loan upon the credit ot tho aald city tho sum 
of 91S0.O0O; 

And whereas It will require tbo sum ot 
>7,731 to bo raised annually by ratofor tho pay 
ment ef tho new debt and Intorest; 

And whereoB the whole ratable land and 
Improvomonta or real properly of the aald cor 
poratlon of the Olty of Victoria, according to 
tho laat revlaed oaaoaament roll for tho year 
1891, Is $15,599,370.00; 

And wliereas It will require an annual rnto 
of one half of ono mill in the dollar for paying 

auch now debt and intercal; 

And wheroaa thia By-law shall nol bo altered 
or repealed except with tho consent cf tho 
Lioutonant-Qovornor-ln Council. 

Be it tborofore enacted by tho Municipal 
Council of tho corporation of the City of Vic- 
toria, aa folluwa : 

Sec. 1. Itshail bo lawful for tho Alayor of tho 
corporation of tho City ot Victoria to borrow 
upon tho credit of tho said Corporation by way 
of the dobonturcs hereinafter mentioned from 
any jioraon or persons, body or bodies oorpor- 
aio, who may bo willing to advance tho aame 
as a loan, a sum of money not exceeding in tha 
whole tho aum of $150,000 currency (or aterllng 
money, at the rate of 1.86 2-3 dollars to tho one 
pound aterllng), and to oauso all sums so raised 
or roceived to be paid Into tlio handa ot 
tho Treasurer of tho said Corporation, for tho 
purpoBO and with the object horoinbefuro ro- 
cited. 

Sec. 2. It shall bo lawful for the aald Mayor 
to cauao any number of debontureato bemado, 
executed and issued for auoh atuna as may bo 
required, not ezoeeding, however, tho aum of 
$150,000, either In ourronoy (or atorlinK money 
at the rate of 4. 80 2-3 dollara to tho ono pound 
sterling) as may be required, onch of tto aaid 
debentures being ot the amount of $I,(X)J or its 
storling equivalent at the rate atoreaaid, and 
all such debentures shall bo sealed with the 
aeal of tho Corporation and signed by the 
Mayor thoroof. 

Sec. 3. Tho aald debentures shall bear date 
tho 1st day of October, 1891, and ehall be mado 
payable In fifty years from the aald date at 
auch place, either in Great Britain, the United 
States of America, or tho Dominion of Canada, 
as may bo designated thereon, and shall have 
attached to them coupons for tho iiaymeniot 
interest, and tho sigRaluroa to tho interest 
coupons inn/ bo either written, atampod, 
printed or llthoKraphod. 

Sec. 1. Tbo said debentures shall bear In- 
terrat at the rate ot 1} per cent, per annum 
from the date thereof, whioh Interest shall bo 
payable halt yearly, at suoh place, either in 
Great Britain, the United States ot America, 
or the Dominion of Canada, as may bo ex- 
pressed in tho debentures and coupons. 

Sec. 5. It shall bo lawful for tho said Mayor 
to cause tho said debentures and the interest 
coupons, either or both, to be made payable at 
such place, either in Great Britain, the United 

States ot America, or tho Dominion of Canada, 
as may bo docired. 

Sec. C. For tho purpose ot raising annually a 
certain specific sum for tho payment of tho in- 
terest on Uio said debentures during their cur- 
rency, there shall bo raised annually the Bum 
ot $ij,"50, and for tho purpose ot raising annu- 
ally a certain spoclflc sum for the payment ot 
tho debt at maturity, there shall bo raised an 
nually tho sum of ?y85.

Such an addition 
could no doubt be built for tho amount of 
the lace Mr. Pemberton'a bcqucat, and if 
Mrs. Pembcrton could bo induced to con- 
aont to the appropriation of her former gen- 
erous cfTer of $1,500 to this purpose alao, un 
operating theatro and adjuncts could be 
built that would hi fully in keeping with 
the Jubilee ho-pital and its reputation as a 
surgical institution." 

The Chairman suggoited that a copy of 
(be report be furnished to eaoh member of 
the board and to M!ra. Pemberton so that 
the matter might be disouseed at next 
meeting. An informal discussion showed 
general indifpoeition to proceed with the 
maternity hospital soheme in view of the 
fioancial difiioultiea preaaoted. The augges- 
tlon was adopted, and Mr. Pemberton hav- 
ing stated that the bouse surgeon, Ur 
Davie, liad expressed bis readioeaa to meet 
the board to give hia views on the eubj^ct, 
it was resolved to invite hia attendance at 
tho meeting of tho board to ha hold on Mon 
day next.
